IN MEMORIAL DATHE OF MARNE

Eight years ago today was fought 
the sixteenth decisive battle of the 
world. 
While pyramids of people will 
doubt forever that the world war 
was decided. on the Marne it is 
more than probable that future 
ages will declare that the central 
powers lost their struggle for world 
dominion when 
Foch 
drove the 
steel of France into the flanks of 
Von Kluck’s reeling legion on Sept- 
temper 9, 1914. The greatest strug­ 
gle of the ages was probably de. 
cided at the Marne less than six 
weeks after the struggle had be­ 
gun. 
In a certain sense the Marne af- 
fcUr was not a battle. It was but 
the end of a month old struggle 
that had begun on the frontiers of 
Belgium. It was the termination of 
a contest that had lasted from the 
August morning that saw the first 
violation of Belgian soil. The troops 
of France and England found their 
first breathing period when the bro­ 
ken hordes of Prussia fell back be­ 
hind the Aisne. The Marne affair 
was simply the fifth act of a tra­ 
gedy that had lasted more than a 
month. 
_ 
Belgium Was Alone 
During the early days of Aug­ 
ust the troops of Belgium had writ­ 
ten much history. France ‘and Brit­ 
ain became engaged during the 
closing days of that fetid month of 
war declarations and unexampled 
battle. 
On August 22 the French were 
overwhelmed 
by 
(PrusjJa 
on the 
field of Charleroi. The next day the 
Old Contemptibles got their first 
taste of blood at Mons and, were 
beaten back towards the boundaries 
of France.

Britain were unbroken when they 
reached the shelter of Paris. 
Joffre Saves Allies 
Immediately following Charleroi 
and Mons it was the genius of Jof­ 
fre that saved the allies from an­ 
nihilation. He dared to surrender 
Picardy and all northern France in 
order to save his forces. He had 
chosen the walls of Paris for the 
scene of his 
final stand. 
Ignoring 
the protest of war cabinets and in­ 
dignant governments he 
slowly 
drew his forces away from the fron. 
tier. But he also slowly drew the 
enemies of his country closer to 
tl\eir undoing. He knew that once 
they reached the confines of Paris 
they 
would 
turn 
eastward-south­ 
ward in order to cut the lines of 
France running from the bastions 
of Paris eastward 180 miles to the 
heights 
of the 
Grand 
Couronne. 
And this is exactly what the Prus­ 
sian undertook to do. 
Swinging to the left of the French 
capital Von Kluck drove his army 
corps 
straight 
at 
the 
heart of 
France. Slowly 
the French 
gave 
way, 
fighting every inch of the 
way, but falling ever back towards 
the South. As Von Kluck advanced 
his armies southward he gradually 
left Paris on his flank. Then when 
Joffre from the walls of the capital 
could see the flanks of the Hun he 
knew that the hour of destiny had 
struck. 
Rush Troops in Cabs 
In one hour's time Gallieni, the 
commandant of Paris, had seized 
20.000 taxicabs 
and 
had 
rushed 
100.000 national guards to the as­ 
sistance of Manoury, fighting in de­ 
mon fashion at Mauex fift»-en miles 
to the eastward. W ith these rein­ 
forcements Manoury drove the lines 
of Prussia inward and sent one 
army corps to the aid of Foch, who 
stood at hay at La Fere Champt- 
noise near the ©enter of the French 
line in defence and farther to the 
south. 
The armv of Foch was in des­ 
perate straits. Fighting for three 
long days and night against fear­ 
ful odds his corps were all hut cut 
to pieces. On the seventh ten thous­ 
and French graves were dug in the 
village of La Fere 
Champenoise 
alone. The eighth was but a repeti­ 
tion of the massacre. His army was 
swiftly bleeding to death. The night 
of the eighth brought aid from 
Manouty but death came on every 
breeze with the morning of the 
ninth. The fate of civilization was 
never darker than the morning of 
the day on which Foch, the lion­ 
hearted. was to save the freedom of 
a world. 
Victory came late in the after­ 
noon. The right of Foch’s army hod 
been driven back into the marshes 
of the Petit Morin. The center was 
pierced late in the afternoon. But 
as the triumphant Germans swarm­ 
ed thru the broken center of Fran­ 
ce they left for a single moment 
their guard down. Their charging 
columns left no forces to defend 
their flanks. That single moment 
was sufficient for the greatest liv­ 
ing soldier to hurl his holt 
Flank is Routed 
Directly at the flank of the Ger­ 
man hordes Foch hurled the forty- 
second corps. The effect was im­ 
mediate and teriffle. The Germans 
turned from the light of victory 
to see annihilation clutching at 
their unprotected 
flanks. 
They 
broke in the wildest disorder and 
were driven into the marshes of the 
trap in Bu-
